THE SPRING OUTLOOK. 


THouGH the outlook upon the booktrade is 
still somewhat cloudy, optimism is in the air; 
indeed, the whole world is being systematical- 
ly trained to take a cheerful outlook upon all 
things. The booktrade, however, does not 
need to laboriously acquire any of the 
forms cf “new thought” when it is as- 
sured by official statistics that printing and 
publishing ranks seventh in volume of pro- 
duct among the three hundred classified in- 
dustries of the United States recognized by 
the Census Bureau. It is surpassed only in 
their order as written by meat, iron and 
steel, metal manufactures, flour, clothing and 
lumber. Printing and publishing shows a 
greater percentage of increase over the cen- 
sus of 1901 than that of any other industry. 
It must not be forgotten, of course, that 
an enormous percentage of the bulk of this 
industry deals with our periodical and news- 
paper business—the marvel of the world. 
But book publishing flourishes also, and the 
spring season in American books promises to 
be a good one. 

When trade had recovered from the arti- 
ficial panic of the fall of 1907, it was found 
that the prevailing conditions showed oases 
of booktrade prosperity in the deserts of 
financial and commercial markets. Prosper- 
ity continued; travellers went out and came 
back reporting courage, energy and hope 
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among the buyers. Publishers were inspired 
to do a little more than they had first in- 
tended to do, and the-output of books almost 
touched the record figure. 

Then came the superstitious pause of won- 
der what the Presidential election might 
bring in its wake; but the country showed 
by overwhelming majority that it was satis- 
fied with its domestic and foreign conditions, 


the new President entered into office and 
all the wheels of traffic continue in mo- 


ticn. 

With our steadily-increasing population and 
its quality of education and culture it would 
ceem that the market for books should widen 
steadily; but Americans are slaves of fashion, 
and fashion seems to have decreed that the 
great extravagant, self-indulgent American 
public, need not be ashamed to beg and 
borrow books instead of buying its own 
books and thereby encouraging humanizing 
influences that should touch mankind at many 
points. Although this lesson is not yet learned 
by the majority the trade flourishes, thanks 
to the discriminating minority, taste improves 
and publishers provide books of better and 
better quality. 

The public demand fiction; fiction must 
be furnished, and the public—restless, vola- 
tile, morbidly curious—allows authors very 
often to furnish them with a commodity 
of which the producer, the middle man and 
the consumer should be alike ashamed. 

Fiction always reflects the life, customs 
and habits of its day. The times are sybaritic, 
materialism is in the ascendant, women are 
leading wholly unnatural lives and accept 
wholly false views offered them en subjects 
they cannot judge from the touchstone of 
experience. Women writers are responsible 
for many novels that, claiming to offer real 
pictures, are merely vulgar, and wholly with- 
out perspective or artistic balance and well- 
bred reticence. But this aiso is improving. 
The announcements this season show fewer 
of the peculiar “problem novels.” 

In other lines this spring will provide read- 
ing of enduring interest. The literary centen- 
nials of 1009 have already brought many books 
on Lincoln, Poe, Gladstone, Darwin, Holmes 
and Tennyson, and there is still quite an 
aftermath among the announcements. The 
many works dealing with the triumph of 
mind over matter, with the great aid re- 
legion offers medicine, helping the one pro- 
fession to realize that the spirit must 


dwell in a body and the other to realize 
how the body is constantly influenced by the 
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spirit, have multiplied and are multiplying 
wonderfully. Biography holds its own in 
number, though the subjects of the biogra- 
phies of this spring do not seem as world- 
famous as those of the past few years. 
Banks and banking, the negro question, the 
tariff question, railroads, trusts, the Panama 
Canal, the great questions of national waste 
aud national responsibility all receive their 
quota of volumes. 

The older writers hoid their own, and the 
classics and standards that have taught the 
world are to appear in many different series, 
all models of up-to-date book manufacture. 

Ex-president Eliot has recently said ihat all 
the lore a man needs to know to have a 
comprehensive outlook on life and a knowl- 
edge of all necessary information rests in 
books that would find place upon a three-foot 
For the sake of the pub- 
lishers and booksellers we hope the world 


wide bookcase. 


will still need many books to acquire Presi- 
dent Eliot’s broad philosophy. But perhaps 


it would be well to consider less publishing 


and distributing what already exists more 
widely, more systematically and more ac- 
cording to proved business methods. 

The spring outlook, on the whole, is good, 
and the year is yet young enough to try many 
new plans to bring the new and old books 
temptingly before the retail buyer. The pub- 
lic must be tempted, and the publisher and 
bcokseller must help the author put his work 
in the most attractive light. 


ANOTHER DECISION AS TO THE USE 
OF THE NAME “WEBSTER.” 


THE following decision was rendered on 
March 17 in the U. S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the First Circuit in an appeal from 
the Circuit Court of the U. S. for the Dis- 
trict of Massachusetts, by G. & C. Merriam 
Company, defendant (complainant in Cross- 
Bill) appellant, versus George W. Osgilvie, 
complainant (defendant ‘in Cross-Bill) ap- 
pellee. The decision was written by Judge 
Putnam, with whom were associated Judges 
Lowell and Aldrich. Following is the de- 
cision in full: 

This is the same case in which an opin- 
lon was passed down by us, and judg- 
ment entered, on January 30, 1908, 150 Fed. 
Rep. 638. A decree was entered in the Cir- 
cuit Court pursuant to that judgment, with 
which the Merriam Company is dissatisfied 
as not giving it all the relief which the case 
demands. The objections are two. The first 
is that the Circuit Court did not insert in the 
decree what corresponds to what appears in 
the judgment in Singer Co. v. June Co., 163 
U. S. 169, 204, to the effect that the corpora- 
tion proceeded against was enjoined from 
using the word “Singer” without clearly and 


unmistakably specifying, in connection there- 
with, that its machines were made by it, and 
were not the product of the complainant. We 
may also refer to the more specific corre- 
sponding provision in the judgment in Hall's 
Safe Co. v. Hening Safe Co., 146 Fed. Rep. 
37, 44, as modified by the Supreme Court in 
208 U. S. 554, 560. This precise pointing out 
was not in terms provided for in the judg- 
ment of this court. Therefore, it would not 
be strange that the Circuit Court omitted it 
unless its attention was expressly called to 
it; and the record dces not show that this 
was done. On the case being developed here, 
we conclude that the decree should be amend- 
ed by directing that the following words be 
inserted by Ogilvie, and those who may suc- 
ceed him, namely: “This dictionary is not 
published by the original publishers of Web- 
ster’s Dictionary, or by their successors”: 
and that, of course, these words should 
clearly and unmistakably appear in the title- 
page of every volume published by the re- 
spondent, Ogilvie, or his successors or as- 
signs, of the class to which this litigation 
relates. It is not for us to go further than 
this in directing the precise details which 
may be necessary to make the decree cffective 
in this particular. It is impossible for the 
Appellate Court to foresee what changes fu- 
ture emergencies may require; therefore, as 
usual, whatever may be required further, if 
anything, for that purpose, must be worked 
out by the Circuit Court. 

The other ground of complaint of the Mer- 
rizm Company is that the decree entered by 
the Circuit Court makes no provision for an 
accounting. We must first observe generally 
that it is deubtful whether any reference for 
an account of profits or damages would yield 
a return which would have a reasonable pro- 
portion to the cost thereof. The difficulties 
involved in ascertaining the profits or dam- 
ages under the circumstances cf this case are 
almost insoluble. Under some circumstances, 
it has been held that the profits to be ac- 
ccunted for would be the entire profits of 
publication ; but the Supreme Court has never 
had occasion to consider a rule so harsh as 
this, and, following the analogy of the prac- 
tice established in suits for infringement of 
patents for inventions, we are led to the con- 
clusion that it would never go to that extent. 
The rule there is, we think, fairly stated by 
Mr. Walker in the fourth edition of his work 
on patents at section 719, to the effect that 
in patent suits the profits recoverable are 
only such as are due to the iniringing parts 
or features of the thing made and sold, and 
that the burden rests on the complainant to 
prove the due proportion allowable therefor. 
A similar rule seems to have been applied to 
infringements of patented designs for car- 
pets in Dobson v. Harper Company, 114 U. S. 
439. 445, affirmed in Dobson v. Dornan, 118 
U. S. ro, and in subsequent cases. 

The cases where there has been no division 
of profits, but the whole profits have been 
allowed, are proper trademark cases, 1n 
which, the defendant having used a _ trade- 
mark preper, the presumption was that the 
goods would not have been sold without that 
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use. This is what is referred to in Sebas- 
tian’s Law of Trademarks, 4th ed. (1899), 
228, 229, and in Browne on Trademarks, 2d 
ed, (1885), 519; and the same rule is applied 
in the ordinary cases of a trademark proper, 
like Atlantic Milling Co. v. Rowland, 27 Fed. 
Rep. 24, and Benkert v. Feder, 34 Fed. Rep. 
534; also in several cases stated in Hessel- 
tine’s Law of Trademarks (1906), 304, 305. 
The present case, however, does not fully 
take on that feature. The substantial of- 
fence of Ogilvie did not consist in availing 
himself of a Merriam Company’s trademark, 
because both this court and the Circuit Court 
have expressly found that there was no trade- 
mark. It consisted in dressing up his publi- 
cations unlawfully. Therefore, there is no 
concrete thing which belongs to the Merriam 
Company the value of which can be substan- 
tially determined in this connection. In a 
case relied on by Ogilvie, Williams v. Mitch- 
ell, 106 Fed. Rep. 168, 172, decided by the 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Seventh 
Circuit in 1g01, the court seemed to proceed 
on the theory that the complainant was en- 
titled to full damages on account of the use 
by the respondent of the word “Carrom”; 
but, in a later case with reference to the 
same werd, the Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Second Circuit, in Ludington Co. v. 
Leonard, 127 Fed. Rep. 155, 157, came to the 
conclusion that, under the circumstances, to 
attempt to segregate the profits resulting 
from the illegitimate use of the word “would 
require an excursion into the realms of con- 
jecture and speculation without hope of any 
tangible result.” It certainly is the law that, 
if the equity court perceives that an inquiry 
as to damages or profits would result only as 
stated by the Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Second Circuit, or would yield no com- 
pensatory profits or damages proportionate 
to the cost of the investigation, it will not 
order an accounting for either. Sebastian’s 
Law of Trademarks, 4th ed. (1899), 229, and 
the later work, Kerly on Trademarks, 2d ed. 
(1901), 425. Neither equity nor admiralty 
will encourage litigation where the result will 
probably be only nominal. Without under- 
taking to dispose of the case for these rea- 
sons, we are strongly of the impression that 
a full investigation in reference thereto would 
require us to refuse the relief now particularly 
asked for. 

There is a more serious difficulty, substan- 
tially that which was stated by the learned 
judge of the Circuit Court, to the effect that, 
as each party had been found at fault, he was 
strongly inclined to the opinion that neither 
was entitled to an accounting. It is true that 
both parties were not found in fault to the 
same extent. In the opinion passed down by 
us on January 30, 1908, it was held that the 
Circuit Court was correct in enjoining the 
Merriam Company from claiming the exclu- 
sive right to the use of the word “Webster” 
in connection with dictionaries. This was 
the extent of the erroneous action on the part 
of the Merriam Company. No lack of good 
faith was shown, and the case as against it 
rested on a misapprehension of its legal 
rights. On the other hand, we held in sub- 


stance that Ogilvie had uséd artifice, with the 
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view of inducing the public to purchase his 
dictionaries in lieu of those of the Merriam 
Company. Nevertheless, upon testing the 
metter practically, this difference in the posi- 
tion of the two parties would not justify us 
in overruling the Circuit Court with refer- 
ence to this branch of the case, although un- 
der somewhat different circumstances, the 
mere fact that both parties had been in de- 
fault might not be decisive. The litigation 
commenced by a bill filed by Ogilvie on Au- 
gust 9, 1904, which prayed relief against cer- 
tain notices from the Merriam Company to 
Ogilvie, and certain circulars which it had 
issued to publishers, each claiming an ex- 
clusive right to the word “Webster.” The 
effect of the circulars was of such a character 
that, on August 17, 1904, dealers in Baltimore 
wrote Ogilvie that they were afraid to handle 
his dictionaries. One was to the effect that 
the Merriam Company had commenced suit 
against several parties for publishing or sell- 
ing dictionaries bearing “Webster” as a part 
of the title. It also stated that the suits re- 
ferred to were only presages of others which 
would be commenced against all who might, 
without its consent, make or sell dictionaries 
bearing the name Webster. The record gives 
another letter from publishers and wholesale 
dealers in New York to Ogilvie, dated on 
September 19, 1904, in which, on account of 
the circulars from the Merriam Company re- 
ferred to, they not only declined to carry 
Ogilvie’s publications in stock, but even re- 
fused to accept his advertisements. But the 
extent to which the Merriam Company went 
in this direction is made plain by their 
amended cross-bill before us, filed on Sep- 
tember 20, 1904. That prayed for an injunc- 
tion against Ogilvie, restraining him, both 
provisionally and perpetually, from directly or 
indirectly publishing, offering for sale and 
selling any dictionary bearing the title “Web- 
ster’s Dictionary,” either alone or in con- 
junction with any other word or words. 

In view of the fact that an accounting in 
equity comes down to the time of the making 
of the Master’s report, we have not at- 
tempted to describe these circulars and no- 
tices in strictly chronological order. Some 
were issued before Ogilvie’s bill was filed, and 
some after. We find a public circular, dated 
December 1, 1904, addressed to “The Book 
Trade.” This referred to Ogilvie’s suit, and 
alleged that the Merriam Company had filed 
its answer “denying all his charges and 
claims,” and that it had also filed a cross-bill 
praying for an injunction against the publica- 
tion and sale of his “Webster’s Imperial Dic- 
tionary.” The circular proceeded to say that 
“long and exclusive use has made the word 
‘Webster’ the trade name of dictionaries pre- 
pared and published by us or under our su- 
pervision and control.” It enlarged on this, 
and closed with a repeated claim to the ex- 
clusive use of the word “Webster” in this 
connection. 

The opinion of the learned judge of the 
Circuit Court which was first appealed against 
states that there were two issues in the case: 
first, that of this exclusive right to the word 
“Webster,” and, second, whether or not Ogil- 
vie had sufficiently informed the public that 
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the dictionaries published by him were not 
the dictionaries published by the Merriam 
Company. The record, however, shows that 
the fundamental issue raised by the Merriam 
Company was its claim to the exclusive right 
to the use of the word in controversy. The 
pleadings nowhere indicated the acquiscence, 
express or implied, of the Merriam Company 
in the use of it by Ogilvie, either qualified or 
unqualified. Certain it is that this position 
of the Merriam Company was persisted in 
until our decision was passed down on Jan- 
uary 30, 1908. 

It is apparent from the record that this 
claim of the Merriam Company to an exclu- 
sive right interfered with Ogilvie’s trade, and 
was not lawful, though honestly made. If its 
claim had been in harmony with the conclu- 
sions which this court and the Circuit Court 
reached, and the notices and circulars had 
been framed accordingly, non constat Ogilvie 
would not have yielded, and this litigation 
been avoided. At any rate, it cannot be ques- 
tioned that the action of the Merriam Com- 
pany in the way we have explained, unlaw- 
fully treatened Ogilvie’s trade and the sale 
of his dictionaries; so that we have two par- 
ties, each of whom in the eyes of the law was 
a tortfeasor, involved in what was after all a 
single controversy, having, of course, two 
branches to it, and each injurious to the op- 
posing party. 

The Merriam Company commenced with, 
and insisted on, the proposition that it was 
entitled to the exclusive use of the word 
“Webster”; and it was out of this that the 
litigation arose. Under the circumstances 
which we have explained, equity would not 
be able to do clear justice if it now permitted 
that corporation to demand an accounting of 
profits or damages incident to the changed 
position which the case has taken on. 

We do not see our way clear to award 
costs on this second appeal. 

The decree of the Circuit Court is reopened, 
and the case is remanded to that court, with 
directions to proceed in accordance with our 
opinion passed down this seventeenth day of 
March, 1909; and neither party recovers cests 
on appeal.

This meeting, like the last, will be devoted to 
the discussion of the problems which arise 
in the trade, and to ways and means of mak- 
ing the business of bookselling more stable, 
profitable, and generally satisfactory. The pro-

The Programme Committee met in New 
Yerk, January 12, laid its plans, and has 
since perfected them. 

The great point to be attained is a full at- 
tendance, representing every section of the 
country. This will show our appreciation of 
the efforts of the officers of the association, 
to which are due concessions recently made 
by some of the most prominent publishing 
houses. We have already had several novels 
issued at a fixed price, not much in excess of 
the rate at which we have been selling $1.50 
fiction, and now one large and influential 
house has put every new book of its spring 
aunouncements, with the possible exception 
of juveniles, on a net basis, with a discount 
which permits a fair profit, and encourages 
liberal buying. We need to get together and 
express our appreciation of these signs of 
progress, and insure their continuance and 
general adoption. 

The annual banquet of the association will 
again be in charge of Charles A. Burkhardt 
and able assistants, and will be a notable 
event. 

Most of the members who were present 
last year may be relied upon to attend this 
important mecting of the association; no 
member can afford to be absent or unrepre- 
sented.

REPORT OF THE EMPLOYMENT BUREAU. 


Charles E. Bonnell, who for so many years 
has devoted much of his time to the admin- 
istration of the Employment Bureau, reports 
that he has had during the past year sixty- 
one applications for positions and twelve in- 
quiries for help. The applications for posi- 
tions came from seventeen boys, twelve pack- 
ers, three bookkeepers, ten clerks, ten sales- 
men, one travelling salesman, three editors, 
two stenographers, and three from general 
helpers. A comparison with the figures of 
former years shows that during 1908- 1909 
there have been twice as many more appli- 
cants for work and only about half as many 
vacancies as for some time past. The work 
of this Bureau should be brought to the at- 
tention of all employers everywhere, as often- 
times those who are looking for work have 
no objection to leaving New York City. 


WORK OF THE LEAGUE. 


The League during the year that has just 
drawn to a close has provided six dinners 
and entertainments for its members. ‘The 
average attendance is steadily growing larger, 
in some cases doubling up on the attendance 
of former years, which would indicate that 
the efforts of the Board in this direction are 
appreciated. A review of each of these din- 
ners and entertainments would be interesting, 
but would make a long story. However, some 
special features of at last a few of our din- 
ners should be mentioned in this report. 

On May 20, 1908, we once more joined with 
the American Booksellers’ Association in 
their annual banquet, which is looked upon 
as the mest popular gathering of booksellers 
in this country. On that occasion we were 
honored by the presence of Mark Twain, the 
Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis, Burges John- 
sen, editor of Judge, and Will Irwin. The 
evening had surprises in store for two mem- 
bers of the League—for Charles A. Burk- 
hardt, to whom was presented a silver coffee 
service on a silver tray as a recognition of 
his services as chairman of the entertainment 
committee of the American Booksellers’ As- 
sociation; also, for A. Growoll, who was pre- 
sented by the booksellers of the United States 
with a gold watch and a memoriai volume to 
mark the half century of his connection with 
the American booktrade. 

On January 20 of this year we gave our 
fourteenth annual dinner and Ladies’ Night, 
which took the form of a Knickerbocker 
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Evening, the subject of each speaker being 
Old New York. Lieutenant Stephen Jenkins 
spoke on “Old New York;” Charles Battell 
Loomis told the League “What is a New 
Yorker,” and Allen S, Loomis gave a talk 
on “The Indians of New York,” which was 
illustrated by half a dozen Indian men, women 
and children in their tribal dress, who gave 
some of their native songs and dances and 
illustrated others of their customs. Dr. Isaac 
Taylor Headland, of the Pekin University, 
closed the exercises of the evening with an 
intensely interesting talk on the conditions 
at the Chinese court during the past two 
years, 

~ On the evening of February 17 the League 
commemorated the centennial of the birth of 
Abraham Lincoln. The dining room was fit- 
tingly decorated with “Old Glory” and with 
portraits of Lincoln, prominent among which 
was a large plaster cast of a head of Lincoln, 
made by one of the speakers of the evening— 
Gutzon-Borglum—which stood at the lower 
end of the centre table. The principal speaker 
of the evening was Harry W. Knight, who 
save an intimate and realistic address on “A 
Boy’s Recollection of Abraham Lincoln.” 
After the applause had subsided all arose and 
sang “The Star Spangled Banner.” Gutzon- 
Borglum, the sculptor, then speke on “Por- 
traits of Lincoln,” expressing the opinion that 
Lincoln had been grossly misrepresented in 
pertraiture. Mr. Bowman read an original 
peem by Lincoln, entitled “Memory,” and 
then the Rey. Dr. S. H. Bishop addressed the 
League. When Dr. Bishop had finished, all 
arose and sang “America.” Each guest was 
presented with a Lincoln Medal, taken from 
the “Lincoln Tribute Book,” published by G. 
P. Putnam’s Sons; a copy of “The Wisdom 


of Abraham Lincoln,” presented by the A. | 


Wessels Co.; Lincoln’s “Gettysburg Address,” 
With portrait, printed on Japan paper, pre- 
sented by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, and a leaflet 
containing Lincoln’s letter to Mrs. Bixby, in 
facsimile, and his Gettysburg speech, pre- 
sented by R. E. Sherwood. 

The names of other guests who have en- 
tertained us at different dinners are Raymond 
L. Ditmars, Captain Jack Bonavita, tbe Rev. 
Dr. L. T. Chamberlain, Hudson Maxim, F. C. 
Brown, Frederick Palmer, Dr. John G. Coyle 
and Ernest Thompson Seton. 

Great praise is due to our entertainment 
committee which, under the chairmanship of 
Mr. Lacy, has so efficiently provided for our 
entertainment. It is no easy task. We re- 
mind you, gentlemen, of your duty to help us 
cerry on even mere effectively the objects of 
our League. If you have any suggestions to 
offer that might interest us all, do not hesitate 
to state them either at the dinners or to any 
members of the Board.

The report was adopted with generous ap- 
plause. . 

The election of president resulted in the 
unanimous choice of J. B. Pratt, of A. S. 
Barnes & Co., who has served the League 
Icng and effectively in various committees 
and as vice-president. 
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While the tellers canvassed the League 
for the election of members of the Board of 
Managers, Richard E. Sherwood gave most 
interesting 1eminiscences of his experiences 
as a “trouper” chiefly with Forepaugh’s circus 
and as an actor. 

On the conclusion of Mr. Sherwood's very 
pleasant talk the tellers announced the choice 
of the following as Trustees of the League for 
1909: C, L, Bowman, John A. Holden, E. B. 
Hackett, J. Macdcnald and Edwin W. Hall. 

Mr. Bowman, in surrendering the chair to 
the inccming president, addressed the League 
as follows: 


In vacating the chair of the President of the 
Booksellers’ League, I wish to express to all my 
fellow-members the pleasure it has given me during 
the past year to attempt to fill creditably the position 
to which you did me the honor of election. It is 
an honor that I shall always appreciate, especially 
as our Treasurer informs me that it has been the 
most successful year in the history of the League— 
not successful because we have a larger balance in 
the treasury than ever before, but successful because 
the average attendance at our League dinners has been 
much larger than ever before, and successful because 
we have fully enjoyed all of these various dinners. 
Much of this has been due to the able and zealous 
Entertainment Committee, headed by Mr. Frederick 
D. Lacy, to the indefatigable efforts of our treas- 
urer, and to those who have worked faithfully and 
arduously to make the Booksellers’ League what it 
is—the most popular and democratic association of 
booksellers in the United States. I say democratic 
because when we come here we have only one thought 
in our mind, and that is to enjoy ourselves and 
forget our worries and cares. If any of you come 
here and do not have a good time, I am afraid it is 
your own fault. I can remember that in the early 
days of the League some of us had a pretty lone- 
some time. I can remember when even my speakiug 
acquaintance with members of the League numbered 
less than half a dozen, but there are no proud 
members at the present time and the old-time diffid- 
ence has worn off. Our Reception and Entertain- 
ment Committee want you all to know each other, 
and to exemplify the spirit of good-fellowship which 
was the real cornerstone of the foundation of the 
Booksellers’ League. The future of the League 
never looked brighter than it does to-day, and I 
hope we may all live long to enjoy the pleasure that 
has been insured for us by the forethought and 
unremitting ardor and zeal of the members of our 
own organization, 


Mr. Pratt thanked the League for the 
honor conferred upon him, and assured its 
members that so far as lay in his powers he 
would endeavor to justify the faith reposed 
in him. 


ENGLISH BOOKSELLER’S SALES 
FOUR HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 


In the library of Corpus Christi College, 
Oxford, according to the London Bookseller, 
“there is preserved the ledger or day book of 
an Oxford bookseller—one John Dorne 
which records the books he sold during the 
year 1520. They number 2383; most of them 
were Latin, some were English, one or two 
Greek. The English books were mainly al- 
manacs, ballads, Christmas carols, lives of the 
saints, medizval romances, with three copies 
of a book on cookery, three of one on carving, 
one on table etiquette, one on husbandry, 
three on the care of horses, and an English 
translation of Virgil. The Latin books in- 
clude breviaries, missals, many grammars and 
a few lexicons. Twenty volumes of Duns 
Scotus, four each of Thomas Aquinas and 
Augustine, thirty-seven copies of works of 
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Cicero, the same number of Terence, thirty 
of Aristotle, twenty-nine of Vergil, twenty- 
three of Ovid, fourteen of Lucan, twelve of 
Aristophanes, (cone in Greek,) nine of Lucian, 
eight of Horace, six of Sallust, eight of Pliny, 
three of Aulus Gellius, one of Tacitus, and 
one of Persius. But the author whose book 
had the greatest sale was Erasmus, more 
than 250 copies of his works were sold; the 
‘Colloquia,’ ‘De Constructione,’ ‘Copia,’ ‘En- 
chiridion Militis Christiani,’ and ‘Adagia’ be- 
ing most popular. The large sale is the more 
noticeable as at that time one book served 
many students. John Dorne records that one 
famous scholar took away a book and failed 
to pay for it.” 


GERMS IN OLD BOOKS. 


Tue bookseller, according to a representa- 
tive of the Philadelphia Bulletin, displayed a 
kind of muzzle—a contrivance of silk and 
wire to fit over the mouth and nostrils. 

“Reading mask,” he said. “Latest thing 
from Paris. It is worn at the Bibliotheque 
Nationale by the students of old books and 
manuscripts to prevent the inhalation of dis- 
ease germs. 

“Those aged volumes are nests of germs. 
In the great French library masked readers 
are as common as masked motorists in the 
boulevards.” 


COMMUNICATIONS. 
THE QUESTION OF DISCOUNTS. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: I have read with much inter- 
est the array of most interesting matter con- 
tained in your issues of March 6 and 13. I 
venture to send one more communication 
which may be properly supplemental to the 
communication in yours of March 6, signed 
“Bookseller,” and entitled “Protection Wanted 
on Pick-Up and Mail Orders.” 

This is something written last January to 
a publisher who was making a vigorous 
attempt to get his establishment into line with 
the new conditions which seem to be coming 
to the booktrade at the present time. 

“Your suggestion in regard to discounts 
is in the right direction, but speaking from 
the standpoint of the small or average 
dealer, rather than my own, why not make 
the minimum discount large enough for him 
to live on, and the maximum discount small 
cnowgh to avoid any temptation of cutting 
by the dealers who receive a favored rate? 
Say one-third as minimum and one-third and 
five maximum. Under the lower rate you 
propose a small individual dealer could hardly 
eke out a living, his cost of doing business 
being more proportionately and averaging 
28 per cent. while another dealer who re- 
ceived sc large a concession as IO per cent. 
should make money, and perhaps do business 
at a lower percentage, probably 25 per cent. 
or possibly 23 per cent. 

“Take, for instance, a city of moderate size 
nearby, where there is a creditable bookstore, 
but the demand would not warrant purchase 
of more than three or four copies of ordinary 
titles. Near him is a department store, per- 








haps, buying through a syndicate of seventeen 
or twenty stores, among whom a quantity of 
beoks is divided at 10 per cent. less. The 
actual quantity marketed by each is the same, 
but the one has an advantage which must 
everntuzlly drive the other out of business. 

“Tt is to the publisher’s advantage to have 
his whole line represented, not now and then 
his popular seller on which he must pay a 
large copyright, but his whole line. Dealers 
should be encouraged to buy as many titles 
as possible. Under the present scheme, the 
publisher, by urging the dealer to put his 
whcle effort on one book to secure an extra 
rate, practically forces to the background his 
less popular but perhaps more meritorious 
books. He should place, therefore, his whole 
line on an equality, as is done in the case of 
a series. If a price concession is to be made 
it should be on a line as a whole, not on any 
individual book, and then the advantage 
should be given because it represents an in- 
vestment, and should be measured by prac- 
tically the current rate of interest. The 
jcbber should be a publisher’s agent, whose 
sole right for being in business is for the 
convenience of the trade, not to compete 
with him for library and other business, 
based on his buying books at a lower rate.” 

Since writing the above, I have had a case 
which is illustrative of the necessity of some: 
thing being done on the lines as suggested 
in this letter. I recently had three books 
offered me by a leading publishing house, 
which, if I bought in lots of 100, I could 
cbtain a discount of one-third on. I men: 
tioned the fact that a certain department 
store was breaking the price on these books, 
and that at a discount of one-third there 
would be no margin of profit. I was then in- 
fermed that the department store bought in 
lots of 250, and received the extra 10 per 
cent discount, to which I objected in my 
communication. 

I, therefcre, declined giving an order or 
to carry this line of books in stock in future. 
It all harks back to what you have said so 
often in your editorials, that the giving of 
an extra discount merely permits the under- 
seller to throw away his possible profit, and 
incidentally rob all the other dealers of 
their profit. No one is benefited but the 
publisher, and that he is benefited is not 
entirely certain, because it cannot be bene- 
ficial to any producer not to have the dis- 
tributor making money. The necessity of the 
adoption of the sale of books under contract 
as to maintenance of price seems to be self- 
evident.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

CuarLes C. BAUGHMAN, vice-president of 
the Baughman Stationery Company, Rich- 
mond, Va., died on March 3, sixty-seven years 
of age. Mr. Baughman was a member of the 
Otey Battery during the war between the 
States, and had just completed his part of 
reminiscences of that command. 


ALEXANDER CALDWELL, the father of Her- 
hert Caldwell, of the H. M. Caldwell Com- 
pany, Clarence A. Caldwell, representative of 
Dana Estes & Co., and of Arthur Caldwell, 
with the Lamb Publishing Company, died 
March 14, at his home in Newmarket, On- 
tario, in his seventy-eighth year. Mr. Cald- 
well had been an invalid for many years. 


Joun Conrap RicHarp, known to many in 
the book and stationery trade through his 
long connection with them, died at his home 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., on March 15. Mr. Rich- 
ard was born in Nuremburg about seventy- 
five years ago. After coming to this country 
he became a general salesman for the Eagle 
Pencil Company, and afterward was in busi- 
ness for himself at 48 John Street. He then 
became a partner in the firm of Ihlfelder, 
Richard & Company, and left there in 
1872 to go with the American News Com- 
pany, succeeding E. Lyon. He held the posi- 
tion with the American News Company of 
manager of the stationery department and 
European buyer. He crossed the ocean in 
the interests of the firm moe than forty 
times. While he was in charge of the sta- 
tionery department it grew from small be- 
ginnings to the important place which it now 
occupies in the business carried on by the 
American News Company. Mr. Richard re- 
tired frcm active connection with the com- 
pany in June, 1907. 


Puitir HAKE, founder of the Philip Hake 
Manufacturing Company of New York City, 
was found dead in a bathtub at his home in 
Hoboken, N, J., on March 6. Mr. Hake had 
been for many years prominently associated 
with the stationery trade, as a manufacturer 
of fancy stationery, papeteries, tally and score 
cards, novelties, etc. He started in business 
in a small way on Franklin Street, New York 
City, in 1870, after having come to this coun- 
try from Germany. From there he moved to 
larger quarters at 155 William Street, where 
he remained for a number of years. The in- 
crease in his business necessitated still larger 
quarters, and he then moved into his own fac- 
tory building at 132 Essex Street, where he 
has since remained. Associated with Mr. 
Hake from the beginning was George A. 
Raisbeck, afterwards president of the com- 
pany, who with his wife on July 27, 1908, lost 
his life in Lake Sylvia, Minn. It is thought 
that brooding over the manner of the death 
of his old associate and friend led to the sup- 
posed suicide of Mr. Hake. 


Aucust TorpTEBErG, a well-known collector 
of prints, inlayer and extra-illustrator, died 
on March 15, at his home in Brooklyn, N, Y.. 
3orn in Hamelin, the town of the “Pied 
Piper,” on April 24, 1825, Mr. Toedteberg 
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came to New York in 1844 and studied law. 
His love for old books and pictures led him to 
invest much time and some capital in their 
collection, and he finally took apart a history 
of Byron and carefully and artistically added 
pictures and letters of the poet and many of 
his friends, rebinding the volume into several. 
When wealthy collectors whom the young 
student met in his quest in the old book 
stores saw this they immediately asked tor 
similar work, and Mr. Toedteberg, within a 
few months, discarded the law for the mak- 
ing of such collections. When Mr. Toedteberg’s 
collection was sold at auction a few years ago 
more than one hundred thousand autograph 
letters, autographed pictures, old prints and 
priceless relics of the kind were sought by 
collectors who came from Europe to bid 
against American enthusiasts. The auction 
realized a large sum. Thousands of similar 
curiosities of literature and history which 
Mr. Toedteberg owned were not then offered 
for sale. 


Rt. Hon. HucH OAKLey ARNOLD-ForsTER, 
secretary of war of Great Britain and well 
known as an author, died in London March 
12, Arnold-Forster was born in 1855, the 
son of William Delafield Arnold, director of 
public instruction in the Punjab. He was 
adopted as a son by the famous W. E. 
Forster, (“Buck-Shot,”) who was his uncle 
by marriage, and whose name he adopted in 
addition to his own. From Rugby he went to 
Oxford, where he obtained first class honors 
in the final schools in modern history. He 
was called to the bar in 1879, and soon at- 
tracted attention by his books and his con- 
tributions to the press on matters of public 
importance, and especially on questions con- 
nected with the national defences. He sat 
in the House of Commons from 1892 until 
1906, and soon assumed a prominent position 
as a debater. From 1900 to 1903 he was Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Admiralty. 
Neither his Parliamentary nor his official 
duties were allowed to interfere with his lit- 
erary labors. One of his best-known books 
is “In a Conning Tower,” which gives a vivid 
account of man-of-war life. Other publica- 
tions of his were “How to Solve the Irish 
Land Question,” “The Citizen Reader,” “The 
Laws of Every Day Life,’ “This World of 
Ours,” “Our Home Army,” “A History of 
England,” “Army Letters,” “The Coming of 
the Kilogram,” “Our Great City,” “The Army 
in 1906,” and “English Socialism of To-day.” 
All of his publications were of a more or less 
educational character, and he was noted for 
his mastery of detail. 


ELinork MAcarTNEY LANE, one of the best- 
known and most deservedly popular of mod- 
ern novelists, died at Lynchburg, Virginia, on 
the evening of March 15. Her delicate health 
had led her husband, Dr. Frank Ransom 
Lane, to take her abroad in the autumn. They 
had recently returned and were on their way 
to Asheville, N. C., in quest of recuperation, 
when an access of her malady made it neces- 
sary to stop at Lynchburg, where after some 
two weeks her illness proved fatal. Mrs. 
Lane was born in Maryland about forty-five

years ago, a descendant of an old Irish fam- 
ily. Later her home was in Washington, 
where she was educated at the High School 
and Normal School. Like Lewis Carroll, she 
gained distinction as a specialist in mathe- 
matics, a gift joined to richness of imagina- 
tion which found expression from childhood 
in tales and verse. In June, 1891, she married 
Dr. Francis Ransom Lane, a distinguished 
educator, who was superintendent of schools 
in Washington and afterwards head of the 
srooklyn Polytechnic Institute and of the 
Tome Institute in Maryland. It was not until 
1901 that Mrs. Lane published her first novel, 
“Mills of God.” Much attention was at- 
tracted by the power and the literary quality 
of this novel, which, as the author once said, 
was intended to show “the influence of her- 
edity and the fact that we are punished by 
our silis rather than for them.” In 1904 she 
published “Nancy Stair,” a romance with a 
a historical background, which gained uni- 
versal favor through its vividness of charac- 
terization and charm of sentiment and ex- 
pression. The belief that Nancy Stair was a 
real person brought constant inquiries to the 
author. With the exception of two or three 
short stories, Mrs. Lane had been absorbed 
since “Nancy Stair” in the novel which she 
regarded as her most important work, 
“Katrine.” She had finished the manuscript 
last summer, and read the proofs in Paris, 
and on her return journey to this country 
she was able to see early copies of “Katrine,” 
which is just coming from the press of Har- 
per & Brothers. The greater part of Mrs. 
Lane’s life was passed in Washington, with 
summers in Gloucester, where she was a 
friend of many artists who painted there, and 
with frequent journeys abroad and visits to 
Asheville and te New York. The charm, 
tenderness and wit which have impressed 
themselves upon the readers of her books 
were characteristic of a personality which 
had surrounded her with a rare circle of close 
friends. As a writer of romantic fiction her 
place in American letters has been compared 
to that of Stevenson in modern English liter- 
ature.

C. Heath & Co., originating and compiling 
The Young Folk’s Library, in twenty volumes, 
te which Thomas Bailey Aldrich lent his 
rame as editor and assisting in the making 
of Collier's Library for Young People, in 
twenty volumes. He was also managing 
editor and compiler of Self Culture for 
Young Feople,” in ten volumes, published by 
The F. P. Kaiser Co., of St. Louis; the 
edited “Famous Battles of the Nineteenth 
Century,” published by The A. Wessels Co., 
and an edition of “Lord Chesterfield’s Letters 
to His Son,” published by Thomas Y. Crowell 
& Co. He made “Irish Literature,” in ten 
volumes, for which Justin McCarthy stood 
sponsor, and made one of the best and most 
coniplete anthologies of Irish poetry, entitled 
“A Golden Treasury of Irish Songs and 
Lyrics.” These, however, represent but a 
tithe of his literary activity while in New 
England, and the same energy which he has 
displayed in the making of these and other 
books will no doubt be concentrated upon his 
new work, which he hopes will prove to be 
the crowning effort of his career.

CAssELL & ComMpaANy will bring out this 
month a novel dealing with the work of the 
clergymen among the Cornish miners, entitled 
“Hoodman Grey, Christian,” by David Rae- 
burn, which brings out the contrast between 
the teachings of Christianity and the old 
Cornish legends; “Ships of Desire,’ by a 
new author, Kate Horn, the principal char- 
acters of which are the officers of an En- 
glish regiment stationed at Malta; also an 
English love story by Katherine Tynan, en- 
titled “Mary Gray.”

“On the Road to Arden,” by Miss Margaret 
Morse, a charming romance of springtime 
and the countryside. They announce a new 
hook by Professor Hugo Miunsterberg, of 
Harvard University, whose “The Eternal 
Values,” first brought out last year in Ger- 
many, was welcomed as one of the greatest 
philosophical efforts of modern times.

Since the publication of Froude’s “life” of 
Carlyle much bitter controversy has arisen 
around the personality both of Carlyle and his 
wife. The present book is the outcome of a 
life spent in close sympathy with and deep 
study of Carlyle and his teaching, and of a 
sustained and determined attempt to arrive at 
a fuller understanding of the influences which 
surrounded him. The period treated of is 
that of the formative years—the years when 
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his character was in the making. The au- 
thor endeavors to recall the actual facts, 
feeling and atmosphere of the Scottish rural 
life into which Carlyle was born, of the edu- 
cative influences that gathered round that 
life, and of the university to which he passed. 
The atthor strives to get behind Carlyle’s 
old-age scoffng manner, and to fill up the 
gap in Froude where the biographer 1s least 
in touch and sympathy with his subject. So,
